Eighteen young English girls of the 
Auxiliary Territorial Service have just 
arrived in Normandy for duty ot Rear 
Headquarters of the 21st Army Group. 

They Form the vanguard of Mm great women's 
army which will soon be in France, helping to sped 
the whcelt of the Allied Array of Liberation in its 
drive to Berlin. 

THE girls had known for some Urne that 
they were going and had spent many 
hours trying to learn French and attending 
lectures on French customs 
jo that they could establish 
friendly relations with the 
local people when they landed 
on "the other aide."
